HOME  HELP  SERVICE 


The  demand  for  Home  Help  in  the  Worksop  Rural^ District 
increases  as  the  amenities  of  the  service  become  more  widely 
known* 

Home  Helps  are  available  for  households  where  domestic 
help  is  needed  owing  to  the  presence  of  anyone  who  is  sick, 
lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged  or 
a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age* 

The  work  undertaken  by  these  women  does  not  include  nursing 
or  midwifery  duties,  and  they  are  not  used  as  ” sitters-in" , 
but  they  do  the  ordinary  domestic  work  usually  undertaken  by 
the  mother  of  a  family,  which  may  include  cleaning,  cooking, 
washing,  care  of  children,  mending  and  shopping* 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  68p  per  hour  except  where 
the  patient  is  unable  to  afford  that  amount,  when  the  County 
Council’s  Scale  of  Assistance  is  applied*  Home  Helps  are 
paid  by  the  County  Council  and  necessary  travelling  expenses 
are  rehabursed. 

Cases  needing  help  should  be  reported  to  the  Home  Help 
Service,  114  Bridge  Street,  Worksop  (telephone  Worksop  2884)  ^ 
where  the  service  is  administered  by  the  District  Organiser 
and  an  Assistant*  The  Home  Help  Service  is  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Area  Director  of  Social  Services* 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


Ambulance  services  are  provided  by  the  Nottinghamshire 
County  Council,  and  are  controlled  from  the  County  Ambulance 
Control  in  County  Hall,  West  Bridgford,  Nottingham* 
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Worksop  station  is  self-contained  and  controls  its  own

3.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERA&E

260  yards  of  surface  water  sewer 
in  9”  earthenware  pipes  were  also  laid  on  this  site*

4«  CLOSET  CONVERSIONS  - 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936  -  SECTION  47. 

The  Council  continued  to  make  grants  available  to  owners 
of  dwellinghouses  of  50^  of  the  cost^  but  not  exceeding  £15 
per  dwellinghouse,  towards  the  cost  of  converting  sanitary 
conveniences  of  the  con-servancy  type  into  water  closets  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  47  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,

5«  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  refuse  collection  service  was  carried  out  by  direct 
labour  throughout  the  district® 

The  bonus  scheme  referred  to  in  previous  reports  contin¬ 
ued  to  operate  satisfactorilyo 

The  service  consists  of  the  weekly  emptying  of  dustbins 
and  pail  closets  and  the  cleansing  of  privy  middens  and 
ashpits  every  two  weeks®

The  Council  operated  three  Shelvoke  Sc  Drewry  vehicles 
of  16/18,  2h  and  35  cubic  yards  capacity  respectively,  with 
one  old  I8  cubic  yards  capacity  vehicle  in  reserve. 


Tipping  at  a  disused  quarry.  High  Common  Lane,  Tickhill, 
(in  the  Tickhill  Urban  District)  ceased  towards  the  end  of 
the  year  and  all  refuse  from  the  parish  of  Harworth  is  now 
deposited  at  a  tip  near  Misson  operated  by  the  East  Retford 
Rural  District  Council,  The  refuse  from  the  other  parishes 
in  the  district  is  deposited  at  a  tip  in  Owday  Lane,  Carlton 
operated  by  the  Worksop  Borough  Council.  There  are  now  no 
refuse  tips  in  the  Worksop  Rural  District,

No  cases  of  infestation  of  ted  bugs  came  to  the  notice 
of  the  Department  during  the  year. 

(b)  Rodent  Control 

The  refuse  tip,  sewage  disposal  works  and  other  land  and 
premises  owned  and  occupied  by  the  Council  were  inspected 
regularly  to  detect  any  infestation  of  rats  and  treatment 
carried  out  where  necessary. 

222  infestations  of  rats  and  11  infestations  of  mice 
were  dealt  with  in  connection  with  dwellinghouses  and  33 
infestations  of  rats  at  other  premises. 

Infestations  at  dwellinghouses  were  dealt  with  free  of 
charge  but  77p  pe^  hour  (including  materials)  is  charged  in 
respect  of  the  treatment  of  premises  other  than  dwellinghouses. 

A  part-time  rodent  operator  is  employed  on  rodent  control.
